Proposition No. 4 would provide 
a mere 10,000 or so units of hous- 
ing—making this first $100,000,000 
proposal a come-on for the aged 
and taxpayers alike. 

It is significant, opponents say, 
that George McLain today is in 
the business of promoting housing 
developments for the aged — and 
presumably George McLain’s de- 
velopments would qualify for 
“loans” from Proposition No. 4 if 
the political powers that be in 
Sacramento were so inclined.

“California, which has voted 
over $5,218,300,000 in bonds for 
essential school, water, and other 
needs — $2,650,000,000 worth in 
the last three years — stretching 
the taxpayers’ borrowing capacity 
nearly to the limit, cannot afford 
to be fooled by this unessential 
fiscal monstrosity, Proposition No.

This is in harmony with Bible 
prophecy. In both the Old Testa- 
ment and New Testament, God 
promises: “I will pour out My 
Spirit upon all flesh.” This prom- 
ised outpouring of the Holy Spirit 
will make the Christian a. spirit- 
ual giant. On the other hand, 
“evil men and seducers shall wax 
worse and worse, deceiving and 
being deceived” (2 Timothy 3:13) 

But theré is hope! 

We must face one thing — im- 
provement is a grass-roots pro- 
cess. It will never come through 
social legislation or an extra cof- 
fee break. Improvement starts in 
the human heart. It begins with 
a humble recognition of the need 
for Divine guidance and blessing.

champion on the hoof. And, that 
was in 1960 when a Sonoscope 
was used to make the placings. - 

Armed with such an indisput- 
able fact, it-is easy to understand 
why a business firm such ag the 
Safeway chain has been pushing 
for a change in judging stand- 
ards. They say they are being 
forced to pay premium prices for 
animals which do not return them 
as great a margin of profit be- 
cause the animals are being plac- 
ed on the basis of their fat rather 
than the percentage of lean. As 
an example they point to the steer 
in the aforementioned class which 
was placed last by ‘most of the 
judges but, when carcassed-out, 
will return a retailer $20 more 
profit than the one judged prime 
and standing at the top. 

An argument that few cattle- 
men will dispute. But, they con- 
tend that this type of animal is 
the one they can lose their shirt 
on, and has less gainability in the 
feedlot. In fact, they say they 
have been breeding away from

Tle is married, has five chil- 
dren, igs a member of the Kiwanis 
club and the Methodst church;

As for his ideas on operation of 
the office of county superintend- 
ent of schools, Riddle states that 
he will bring about: 

1. Reorganization of costly ad-

2. More devotion by the super- 
intendent to immediate field of 
education and less to “public re- 
lations’ and politics. This office 
demands an educator, not a poli- 
tician. 

3. Greater attention to the effi- 
cient use of personnel of the of- 
fice to give them more time to 
work in the fields in which they 
are most expert, useful, and find 
the greatest personal satisfaction. 

4. Instructional teams that can 
work at all levels, rather than 
senaratelv. classified supervisors 
for svecific grade levels. 

“The county superintendent of 
schools must offer a strong, posi- 
tive program at all levels and be 
prepared to provide the services 
which modern schools seek,’’ Rid- 
dle says. |
